
SANFORD STRING IS STRONG 



NEW YORK BREEDER’S HORSES EXPECTED TO 
MAKE GOOD AT SARATOGA. 



Fitz Herbert Reaches Spa from Fort ETie in Tip- 
Top Condition — Racing Gossip from 
the Springs. 



Saratoga. N. Y., August 2. — With the opening date 
of Saratoga’s great meeting only two days distant, 
this community is alive with bustle and eager with 
anticipation. There is every reason for Itelieving 
that tlie approaching season of sport will he fully up 
to Saratoga’s glorious standard, and the meeting is 
quite likely to atone for much that lias been lacking 
iu New York racing on some of the other tracks. 

Much attention is lieing bestowed upon the racing 
establishment of the S^fords of Amsterdam, who 
are here with an especially strong aggregation of 
twenty seven horses. E. .1. Albright, who is handling 
the Sanford horses this season, has them in tine con- 
dition, and work-watchers predict that the gold and 
purple of tlie Sanford stable will be prominent in the 
results of the meeting about to open. Of the horses 
in this big string. Van I ten. a four-year-old bay colt 
by Rook ton — Retaliation, is eligible for the Saratoga 
Handicap, lie lias covered several good miles and 
his recent work, seven-eighths in a shade better than 
1:29, shows that lie is close to racing form. Van 
Den has also been nominated for the Champlain Han- 
dicap. to lie run within a fortnight. It will take a 
pretty good horse to beat tlie sou of Rocktou with a 
race under his belt, observers say. 

Raee-goers will see much to admire in Danoscara. 
the six-year-old Clifford mare. Danoscara apiiears to 
improve with age. A few days ago Danoscara 
re*' led off seven-eighths in 1:28. She was as fresh 
as a daisy when leaving the course and cooled out 
satisfactorily. Dan use lira's first engagement is in 
the Delaware Handicap. 

Van Bu. a two-year-old chestnut colt by Obucta- 
liunda, out of Molly Hrant, is tlie last foal of his 
dam. which twice won tlie Delaware Handicap, cap- 
tured the Champlain, Saranac and other important 
stakes. Van Ru has lieen highly tried and is expect- 
ed to develop into a colt of class. 

Herkimer, a handsome son of fhnetanunda, strikes 
one as a colt of quality at a glance. He lias not 
ta-cu hurried, hut his preparation lias liecn steady ami 
be will be ready when sent to tlie starter. 

Eaton is put together on old-fashioned lines. II. • 
is all horse and probably will require racing educa- 
tion to tit him for his best effort. Eaton is a two- 
year-old half brother to Van Den. 

A candidate for the Flash Stakes is Swart’s Hill, 
by Olinotiiuuiidn — Burnt Hills. She is built on the 
order of a good filly and lias a way of getting over 
the ground that is convincing. 

Mayfield, winner of the Alabama in 1908. broke 
down the other day and will lie retired. Breeding, 
sir** and conformation are all in her favor, and she 
probably will make a desirable matron. The re- 
mainder of tlie Sanford string are sound in wind and 
limb and are in active training. 

Second call on the services of jockey Frank Keogh 
lias 1k*cii secured for tlie Sanford stable. Rollins, a 
lad who rode for the Oueck Stable a few years ago, 
will also do some of the riding. 

Tlie Sanford private training quarters, adjoining 
August Belmont's private training grounds, is a 
model for stabling ami training purposes. The burns 
are substantially built, with large, roomy box stalls 
that afford thorough ventilation, and the cooling-out 
rings are shaded with maples. 

Fitz Herbert arrived from Fort Erie in splendid 
condition. The son of Etlielhert is indeed as splen- 
did a traveler as he is great on the turf. He 
stepped off the palace horse ear as square as a die. 
showing no muscular reaction in any part of his 
laidy or limbs. The great majority of horses show 
signs of traveling, even on short trips, that require 
a few good rolls in sand or straw to offset. The re- 
mainder of Samuel C. Hildreth’s stable, in charge 
of foreman William Brennan, arrived from the Em- 
pire City track in good shape. Tlie string is made 
up of Dalmatian, Rose Queen. Restigouche. King 
James. Joe Madden. Woodcraft. Eddie Dugan. Mont- 
gomery. Hampton Court. Novelty. Korniak and Au- 
gust Belmont's l'risciliian. Eddie Dugan and Joe 
Madden arc on the shelf. Each horse lias a middle 
tendon that is filled and ns rest plays an important 
part in the treatment of strained ligaments, neither 
of tiiese colts will start here. 

Thirty horses, tin property of Richard F. Carman, 
are quartered at Horse Haven. Louis Fuestel arrived 
with Stnriiottle, Itogon and several other Belmont 
two year-olds. James Griffin. owner and trainer of 
Czar, also got in with four horses. 

Trainer Edward Deters lias T. S. Martin. The 
Speaker, a three-year-old jumper, and Coldwick. a 
two-year-old. at Horse Haven. T. S. Martin lias 
worked well, although not last. He was schooled a 
turn and a half of the field last week. The fences 
were cleared in ills old dashing manner without a 
Nibble or blunder. Absence from actual racing is a 
drawback to nine out of every ten horses, hut T. S. 
Martin can l*c expected to perform well over the 
short oouVse. 

The twentv yearlings purchased by Richard T. 
Wilson. Jr., from John E. Madden were turned over 
to trainer Thomas J. Iiealev today. Tlie youngsters 
have Iteen broken and handled by trainer W. Walker 
since their arrival from Hamburg Elace. 

Two yearling colts in tin* Madden lot have liecn 
sold to Louis Winans. owner of Sir Martin. One is 
a chestnut by Erince of Mcllioiirne. out of Dainty. 
The other is a son of Hamburg. Both youngsters 
bear strong resemblance to their sires. 

Samuel C. Hildreth and jockey Carroll Shilling 
have arrived from Now York. Mr. Hildreth has a 
cottage on White street. Trainer Charles Casey ar- 
rived from Los Angeles. 

it is expected that Mrs. L. A. Livingston's good 
filly Amelia Jcnks will meet Woodford Clay's Ocean 
Bound in the Alabama Stakes. Botli are in fine 
fet t le. 

Archie Zimmer lias arrived from Gravesend with 
Autenor, Eta d lights, iiur Hannah and Momhassa. 
which have la-ell resting since the close of tlie 
Shcepshcad Bay meeting, and arc in fine condition. 

Dr. S. W. Streett brought .Tames R. Keene's 
Melisande and Jest from Empire City. Infatuation. 
Seneca II., Tripping and Twickenham, which were 
likewise in the Streett string at Empire City, were 
transferred to Sbeppshead Bay and will be let up 
on for tin- remainder of the season. 

O. A. Bianehi came from Empire City track with 
Rocky O'Brien, Ta.v I'ay, Sinn Feinii and other 
horses. 

K. F. Carman left nine of ills horses at Yonkers 
ami shipped tlie remainder of liis string here. 

Trainer .John Dowers is due with Jack Atkin. 
Sager and Chapultcpec. 

Frank Nolan, of the Beverw.vck Stable, has 
erected a model barn on East avenue, opposite Horse 
Haven. It will have to lie seen to he appreciated. 
The enclosure covers five acres. Flower beds and 
shrubbery give tlie place an attractive appearance.

The Saratoga meeting calls for the decision 
of many rich stakes for two-year-olds and by tlie time it comes to a close the $10,000 list should bo in- 
creased materially. It is interesting to note that of the select band or leading two-year-olds three each 
are by tlie old-timers, Hastings and Cesarion, while the newcomers to the sire list, Bock Sand, Adam and 
Delhi, have credit for two each. Sempronius also has two winners. No other sire lias inpre than one, so 
abundantly diversified breeding is represented In the following list of winners of $2,000 or more:

I\y., August 2.— Trainer T. P. Hayes 
will break his yearlings again this season at Doug- 
las Park, and- the youngsters will be shipped here 
as soon as the Scott County turfman returns from 
Iiis Canadian racing campaign, which will lx* after 
Cue second Windsor meeting ends. Mr. Haves lias 
some promising youngsters. He is proud of three 
weanlings lie raised this year from liis mares Algie 
M., Lady Strathmore and Miss Mae Day. The Algie 
M. foal is a bay eolt by McGee, while the ottier two 
are by Peep o’Day. Both are fillies. Tlie lietter 
looking of the two may lie shown iu tlie thorough- 
bred weanling ring at the Blue Grass Fair. When 
tilings looked so dark in a racing way a few years 
ago Mr. Hayes had in mind the selling of Lady 
St ru tli more and Miss Mae Day. lint though lie priced 
them low for two such mares, no one came along 
with enough money to buy the pair. Now tlie 
owner of Oracle is pleased that they did not sell, 
as lie regards either one of the fillies lie now owns 
as more than worth what lie asked for both mares. 

Racing Commissioner George J. Long, the wealth- 
iest of all Louisville turfmen., lias four weanling 
fillies tills season at Bash ford Manor Farm by Sem- 
pr.mius. One of tlie mnnlier is out of Ignite, the 
dam of Sir Huon. which noted marc is now twenty- 
one years of age. 

Col. Matt J. Winn, manager of the New Louisville 
Jockey Club, and Secretary Lyman II. Davis are 
expected borne from New York lie fore tlie end of 
the present week, and it will not lie long after their 
arrival before something definite will be known in 
regard to the fall meeting at Churchill Downs, as 
President Charles F. Grainger is already in the city. 



BEDWELL CASE TO BE RE-OPENED. 

Lexington, Ky.. August 2.— The Kentucky State 
Racing Commission announced today that it will 
rehear the case of II. G. Bedwell, * who. with his 
stable, was ruled off Kentucky tracks for the al- 
leged doping of the horse Nmlzii at I.atonia on 
July 4 last. The date for tlie rehearing has not been 
set. Tlie commission decided to rc-open the ease 
on the strength of the affidavit made bv Kiel 
Williams, the former employee of the Bedwell stable 
who was recently located at Shcepshcad Bay. 

Chairman Clay has instructed Secretary Bidwell 
to ascertain what date will best suit all of the 
commissioners and to call a meeting for that date. 
Major Dnliigerfield has been ill since Sunday and 
J. N. Camden is just now In New York. 



FUTURITY FOR SARATOGA 



REPORT CIRCULATED THAT CONEY ISLAND 
STAKES WILL BE TRANSFERRED. 



Danger Hark Wins the Frivolity Stakes with Great 
Ease — Roseben’s Brother Takes Sprinting Han- 
dicap-Close Finish Marks Long Race. 



• New York, August 2. — The report was in circu- 
lation at Yonkers this afternoon that the Futurity 
of the Coney Island Jockey Club will be decided at 
•Saratoga. The report could not tie confirmed, but 
tlie belief is general that the Saratoga meeting will 
lie prolonged until the end of August at least, and 
that other Sheepshead Bay fixtures as well as the 
Futurity will be decided there. Tlie Futurity was 
scheduled for August 29. the opening day of the 
Sheepsliead Bay fall meeting. 

Danger Mark, from the Newcastle Stable, was an 
easy winner of the Frivolity Stakes at Yonkers to- 
day from Crash and Amalfi. An early morning rain 
had made the track heavy and a program that prom- 
ised good sport was scratched considerably. The 
handicap of tlie day was a three-quart ers-m lie dash 
anil of eleven carded to go only four accepted at 
post time. The race went to Rosseaux, the three- 
year-old brother of Rosehen which was recently 
taken out of a selling race by James Fitzsimmons. 
He was at home in the going and after racing Col- 
loquy into early submission was never afterwards 
seriously threatened and came home an easy winner. 
A1 Muller raced to the place and Sixty, after being 
repeatedly cut off on the rail, took the short end of 
the purse. 

The real surprise of the day was the defeat of 
.T. E. Madden's Bishop, the shortest-priced starter 
ol' the afternoon. He was beaten with ridiculous 
ease liy Star Actor, the only one of those <nrded 
that had tlie temerity to try conclusions with the 
son of Handspring and Musette. Bishop ran as 
though not partial to the soft going and his race was 
far below what was expected in view of his recent 
performances. Alice George furnished another sur- 
prise when she vanquished some selling platers of 
lier own sex over the mile and twenty yards route. 
In this race Aronduck was named to carry an ap- 
prentice rider, but Archibald was substituted, rais- 
ing her weight five imunds. After lieing hopelessly 
outrun to the stretch she closed with a great rush 
and was second at the finish. The best finish of the 
day came in the mile and a half race at the end of 
rlie card, when, after a long duel, Dullcare Iieat The 
Peer a head. 

R. T. McKeever has sold Jeanne d’Are, the mare 
he recently took front S. C. Hildreth out of a sell- 
ing race, to Matt Phillips, who will train a string 
at Juarez for J. E. Otto. Tlie latter has made some 
yearling purchases. This week Mr. McKeever will 
ship Paul J. Rainey’s De Mund and Sanctus to 
France. Do Mund will be converted into a jumper, 
to race abroad. 

Catherine Simpson, a four-year old fillv by Allo- 
wa.v — Lady Douglas, died of spinal meningitis last 
■light. 

FORT ERIE MEETING CALLED OFF. 



Racing Abandoned for Present and New Dates to Be 
Applied for by Niagara Racing Association. 



Buffalo, N. Y., August 2. — The Niagara Racing 
Association officials decided today to call off the 
Fort Erie meeting for the present. This was not 
done until after Superintendent Browlee of the 
Grand Trunk Railway hail sent word that there was 
no prospect for the furnishing of train service from 
Buffalo to the Fort Eric track, at the same time 
advising the association to post|MHle tlie meeting 
until October. The announcement was not unex- 
pected and many horsemen, bookmakers and others 
had already left for Saratoga. New York and other 
points. 

Just when the postponed Fort Erie meeting will 
lie held cannot now lie foretold. New dates will lie 
asked for by the Niagara Racing Association and 
probably will be granted when the Canadian Racing 
Associations meet at Hamilton August lft. The 
meeting may be held following that at Hamilton 
and preceding the second meeting at Windsor, 
when six days — August 22-27— will lie available, or 
It may go over until October. Much dissatisfaction 
has been expressed because the meeting was not 
given on tlie dates originally scheduled, it being 
contended that tlie ferry service and the Canadiau 
Pacific Railroad could have handled the crowds. 

Several of tlie horsemen will ship their stables to 
Saratoga, among (Item William Shields and J. W.
